The greyhaired old man 
leaned back in his faded 
rocking chair and stared 
vacantly at the ceilina. 

“Well,grandson, ” he then 
said,“l’ll tell you what did 
happen to soccer in this 
country but promise not to 
cry or I’ill get roused on by 
your mum. 

“Way back,in the 1940s and 

1950s,the game was going 
along nicely and we had some 
fine teams,too, 
In 1951,for exam- 
ple,Australia did pretty well 
against an English XI,losing 
narrowly 17-0 in Sydney.We 
were on our way to world 
class. 

“Then came the migran- 
ts,millions of them and they 
wanted to change things. 

“They said the game 
needed a shake-up, a new 
stimulus and what not,so 
they formed their own clubs. 

“Before you could say Jack 
Robinson,they began to take 
over.Once we had good little 
clubs. like — Lidcombe, Bir- 
chgrove, Strathfield and 
others but soon these were 


pushed into the background — 


by: Hakkabis,Mucurests and 
Plagues, what have you. 

“There was some initial 
improvement andthe crowds 
did increase slightly,from 200 
to about 6000 but it didn’t 
last.These clubs weren't just 
pushy but also greedy. 

“They decided to build 
their own clubhouses so that 
they can pour more money in- 
to their fancy teams. 

“Not one of them realised 
until much later that what 
they created wasn’t support 
for soccer but a strong com- 
petition for it. 

‘Gradually they started to 
have more people in the clubs 
than at the games and the 
crowds began fo wilt. 

“To counter that,they set 
up a national league and 
poured millions into it. 

“We didn’tof course,we 
had more sense.We just kept 
our clubhouses going and sat 
back watching. 

“This new league went 
alright for a while but then 
things started to go sour on- 
ce again. 

“Crowds became so-small 
that some teams could take 
all their supporters to away 

_matches in a mini-Cooper. 

“A soccer paper one day 
printed, after the team 
lineups.the full names and 
addresses of all spectators at 
a match and it still only took 
up four inches of space. 

"All those smart ethnic 
presidents running their 
clubs couldn’t guess what 
they were doing wrong until 
somebody told them in good 
old plain Australian. 

“One day the assistant to 
the deputy wardrobe mistress 
at a TV studio summoned the 
big boss of soccer and told 
him that the game wouldn’t 
sell because it had a strong 
ethnic image. 

“She even called soccer 
wogball but otherwise she 
was real nice and frien- 
dly,sort of helpful. 

“So the presidents got 
together and decided to 
change the names of their 
clubs. 

“Hakkabi became Meatpie 
United,Mucurest became Ale 
City and Plague was renamed 

Vegemite Wanderers. 

“But the crowds still didn't 


prove. 
“You see,the clubs lacked 
credibility. ~ 

“Every time you opened a 
newspaper you noticed that 
the presidents of the clubs 
were called Papazzetta,Tan- 
nenbaum,Zbigniewski, Tata- 


im 


poulos and others. 

“Well,now of course, you 
couldn’t sell the game with 
names like that so they were: 
advised to change it and they 
became Llewellyn, Park- 
chester,Bingham and Tot- 
tenham. 

“The Press was a little 
more sympathetic but not for 
long. They said they would be 

fad to help but couldn’t of- 
‘end the sensibility of their 
readership by printing that 
Prncevic passed to Bankovic 
and then to Kraskopoulos but 
the ~ referee Piskovic 
disallowed the goal for of- 
fside. 

“They said they knew these 
were all born in this country 
but it was awkward to put af- 


ter their funny names,in 
brackets,Australian born,fair 
dinkum and that sort of 
reassurance. 


“So all the 
players,coaches,referees, fe- 
deration officials and even 
some of the soccer writers 
had to change their names to 


make -the game _ more 
marketable. : 
“Of course,there was 


nothing racist about it;just 
ordinary business 
se,that’s all. 

“The ethnics were stil 
allowed to go to the game but 
under certain conditions, 

“At the turnstiles they were 
fingerprinted in case of 
trouble.Then,in a special tent 
at the back of the gents,they 
were given a breathalyser test 
for traces of garlic. Those who 
failed to pass were given a 
stomach pump and a packet 
of lifesavers. 

“Then they were given-a 
language test and if they 
could say in one go 
‘howareyemiteolroite’ they 
were admitted to a special 
enclosure. 

“Just a few years ago came 
the final solution to an old 
problem.All club officials who 
couldn't trace their ancestry 
back to the Eureka Stockade 
were asked to hand over the 
clubs to fair dinkum locals. 

“Just for the image,mind 
you,and in their own in- 
terests. 

“Finally,soccer became 
once again respectable and 
regained its old district flavor. 

“Sponsors appeared galore 
and only recently another six 
chooks were donated for a 
halftime raffle. 

“True,crowds are now back 
to the level of the 1940s or so 
and our standards aren't the 
best as yet but that 11-0 loss 
to Fiji was really due to slip- 
pery,wet conditions. 

“But the main thing is that 
we are again in control of our 
destiny and in a few years 
time we’ll be a world power or 
almost that. 3 

“What happened to the 
ethnics, you ask me boy? 

“Well,it’s a sad story.For 
some reason which | could 
never understand they felt 
unwanted though we kept 
telling them all the time that 
there was room in the game 
for everybody. 

“They started to drift out of 
the game and from what / 


hear they- now. follow 
volleyball,basketball and 
some such. : 

“That's the last | heard of 
them anyway.

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We have just had the unedifying 


sight of Pele, proponent of the 


beautiful game and the man who 
brought you Love! Love! Love! 
rushing out on to the field at a 
Cosmos home game to attack 
Phil Parkes, goalkeeper of the Van- 
couver Whitecaps. 

_ Pele, in immaculate civwies be- 
ing manhandled and res- 
trained by security guards before 
48,000 spectators providing the 
climax to a 14 minute brawl be- 
tween the Cosmos and the White- 
caps. What is going on here? 

__ What is happening is that noth- 
ing seems to be going right for 
the Cosmos in 1979. Having won 
the NASL Championship in 1977. 
and 1978, the Cosmos went off 
on a badly planned European tour 
last autumn, and things started 
to fall apart. 

A 7-1 drubbing by Bayern Mun- 
ich in the first game of the tour 
brought irate telegrams from the 
Warner Communications brass — 
the money-men who own the 
Cosmos — saying nasty things 
about the commitment .of the 
players. 

the players, and coach Eddie 
Firmani, said equally nasty things 
about the stupidity of arranging a 
tour immediately after a hard 
season, and the even greater 
stupidity of starting that tour, 
with the players barely off the 
plane, against a team as strong 
as Bayern. 

While all this was going on, a 
press conference was held in 
New York to introduce the newest 
Cosmos signing — Francisco 
Marinho from Fluminense. Signed 
evidently, by the management 
rather than by coach Eddie 
Firmani. 3 : 

When the 1979 NASL season 
started, it featured a running battle 
between Firmani and Marinho. 

Management fumed, and event- 
ually told Firmani to start Marin- 
ho or else. Firmani did so, and 
Marinho responded by scoring a 
hat-trick (from mid-field) in a 3-2 
win over Philadelphia. 

Which. pleased management, 
obviously didn’t help Firmani’s 
case. : 

From Firmani and from Giorgio 
Chinaglia came constant allusions 
and statements about the “self- 
ish” players on the team, how 
they never passed the ball, how 
all they did was to shoot from: 
far out. 

Clearly, Marinho was the target. 
The New York press swallowed 
the villification campaign, and 
attacked Marinho for not being 
a team player. 


The problem became acute with 
the celebrated “girl in the room” 
incident. : 

Firmani brought the team 
home after a good but hard victory 
over Toronto (a game in which 
Marinho had played well and de- 
cided they should stay in a 
hotel with a strict curfew, as they 
Red another game only two days 
ater. 


Checking on the curfew, Fir- 
mani found a girl(some more lur- 
id reports say it was three girls) 
in the room that Marinho shared 
with Carlos Alberto. 

Also present in the room was 
Yugoslav midfielder Viadislav 
Bogicovic. They were, claims 
Marinho, playing cards. No matter. 

Firmani suspended Marinho from 
the next game. He took no action 
against Carlos Alberto and 


- Bogicovic. 


The team won without Mar- 
inho (“The best game we’ve play- 
ed so far,” said Firmani of an in- 
Greg: lacklustre perform- 
ance) then travelled to Tamps 
(without Marinho) and lost. The 
storm clouds were clearly 
visible over Firmani’s head. 

But there was also a growing 
lack of respect for Eddie Firmani: 


“He doesn’t understand modern 
soccer,” said one of the Cosmos 
stars to me. P 

A criticism that had been heard 
before, last season. In fact, during 
the off-season Firmani made a 
trip to Europe (after the tour) 
which was widely believed to be 
a “learning experience” in which 
he would observe the working of 
a couple of top German clubs. 

“Eddie Firmani Goes to School” 


.as the Italian press had it. The 


problem was that Firmani went 
to Europe but didn’t turn up 
where he. was supposed to go. 
Instead,he signed a Yugoslav 
goalkeeper. When management 
heard about that, they chucked 
their corporate weight about, 
and the goalkeeper was unsigned 
with great haste. 

On June 1 Eddie Firmani had 
been fired. The following day, we 
all trooped out to the Stadium to 
hear the official Cosmos version 
of the events. They made sense. 
Vice president Rafael de la Sierra 
said: “The team has not been 
playing well. We’re winning, but 
only just. With our players we 
should be doing better.” 

No, he insisted, they didn’t 
have a new coach in mind. For 
the moment, the coach would 
be the former assistant under 
Firmani — Ray Klivecka. 

Which was when the press 
conference began to take on 
Alice-in-Wonderland aspects. 

Only two years ago, Klivecka 
had been an American college 
coach, in charge of New York’s 
City College. A post that can 
hardly be called one of soccer’s 
greatest. 

If the players had no respect 
for Firmani (who, at least, has a 
substantial playing and inter- 
national background) how would 
they have respect for Klivecka? 

Within two days, management 
realized their error. A new 
appointment was made, Julio 
Mazzoi, Pele’s former trainer, 
who has been with the Cosmos 
ever since those halcyon Pele 
years, was appointed Technical 
Director. 

For those journalists. who 
might have missed the point, the 
press release announcing the 
appointment included a footnote 
that tersely explained: the tech- 
nical director “runs the team. He 
supervises all activities and the 
coach reports to him”. Mazzoi 
was running the team. 

When Firmani was. fired, the 
team had played 11 games with 
9 wins and 2 losses. Since then, 
it has played 11 more games — 
with: 7 wins and 4 losses. Not 
exactly an improvement. ? 

The team is not playing better— 
despite the acquisition of Dutch 
midfielder Johan Neeskens. The 
frustrations have become almost 
tangible. 

A new coach has not been 
found. Mazzoi, who is Brazillian 
is now having problems with fellow- 
Brazillian Marinho, and with Bog- 
icevic. 

Which brings us to the — at 
the time of writing — nadir of the 
Gosmos season. Two nadirs, ac- 
tually. On July 6, the Cosmos 
were practising in a deserted 
stadium. Well, not quite desert- 
ed. There were workers there 
cleaning up the stands. These 
workers Started to get on to the 
Cosmos, whistling and shouting 
abuse. 

Chinaglia — it would have to 
be Chinaglia—went up into the 
stands and told them to knock 
it off. A worker pushed him. He 
fell backwards over some seats. 
Other players came rushing up, 
and a brawl, short and sharp, 
followed. 3 

When the thing died down, three 
cleaning-workers were taken to 
hospital, one of them being kept 
in for several days. 

He has now announced that he 
is sueing three of the Cosmos 


players — including Chinaglia — - 
_on assault and injury charges. 


Then, on July 15, the Vancouver 
Whitecaps hit town. The signs 
were anything but propitious. 

The Cosmos had lost 4-1 to 


Vancouver away. They had just . 
lost their last home game, 1-2 to * 


Seattle (the first time they had 
been beaten at home in a year). 
They were being sued. And 
Mazzoi annouced that he was 
dropping Bogicevic and Marinho 
— and that he was starting Erol 
Yasin, a perennial non-favourite 
of the crowd, in goal. The good 
news was that this game marked 
the return of Franz Beckenbauer. 
With the second half only two 
minutes old, Vancouver went 2-G 
up. Neeskens made it 2-1, Lew- 
ington made it 3-1, Chinaglia got 
it back to 3-2. Then, with 12 min- 
utes left, Vancouver’s Willie Jonn-, 
ston and the Cosmos Iranian full 


back Eskandarian coilided and - 


flying. 

Players rushed from all sides, 
pushing, shoving, shouting. 

Chinaglia arrived, and kicked at 
a Vancouver player lying on the 
ground. He was pulled away by 
Phil Parkes and Vancouver de- 
fender John Craven then hit Chin- 
aglia in the face. 

Red cards for Johnston, Eskan- 
darian, Craven and Chinaglia. As 
Chinaglia, reluctantly, went to 
leave the field, other Vancouver 
players taunted him and he start- 
ed for them. 

And on to the field swept Pele, 
who had been on the Cosmos 
bench. His intentions were clearly 
anything but peaceful. 

Worse was to come. After the 
game, won by Vancouver by 4-2, 
the referee was beseiged on his 
way to his locker room, by top 


Cosmos executives. Choice phra- - 


ses such as “You're a f...... dis- 
grace,” were-shouted. 

Jay Emmett, a top Warner 
Communications man, shouted

that he wanted, “The Commiss- 
ioner (Phil Woosnam) in my office 
at nine tomorrow”. A lot of silly 
things were being said, and more 
were to follow. 

In the Cosmos locker room, 
Technical Director Julio Mazzoi 
blamed the whole thing on the 
referee. “I’m sick and tired of this 
We're trying to play good soccer 
to raise the game up here, and 
the referees allow our players to 
be kicked like this.” 

Warming to his thesis, he then 
annouced that the Cosmos would 
simply ignore the league regulations 
that demand the one-game sus- 
pension (it is the next home 
game) of players who have been 
red-carded. 

“We shall play both Chinaglia 
and Eskandarian in our next 
home game,” said Mazzoi. “If the 
league doesn’t like it, then we 
can get out of the league, we can 
just play tours.”
